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CLASS HISTORY

N September nineteen twenty-one our class entered the High School 
I as Freshmen. We encountered many unforeseen difficulties and 

made the mistakes of all typical Freshmen. The upper classmen 
laughed and jeered at our unpleasant errors and troubles, but the 
next year we were Sophomores and we, in our turn, ridiculed the new 
Freshman class as others had done before us. The following fall we 
were Juniors. Then we did not even look down upon the lowly 
Freshmen and Sophomores. In nineteen twenty-four we were Seniors 
with grave responsibilities and positions of importance. 

In our Freshman year during October the class elections took place. 
Clifford Gove was chosen class president, William Revere vice-presi- 
dent, and Roy Bellows secretary and treasurer. The class elections 
during our Sophomore year were held in December. The class officers 
elected were Roy Bellows, president, Lucius Nye, vice-president, 
and Priscilla Thurston, secretary and treasurer. The elections in our 
Junior year were unfortunately delayed until June. Warren Witt was 
elected president, Lucius Nye, vice-president, and Priscilla Thurston 
secretary and treasurer. In our Senior year the class elections were 
held at the customary time of year, December. Deane Lent received 
the class presidency, Wallace Reynolds the vice-presidency, and 
Priscilla Thurston, as usual, the position of secretary and treasurer. 

The High School paper, “The Magnet,’’ was published at monthly 
intervals during our first year in the High School. In our second year 
it was not published at all. However, a paper was issued at irregular 
intervals during May and June of that year. In our third year “The 
Magnet’ was again published at b1- monthly intervals. During our 
last year our school paper was not published because of financial 
difficulties. 

In October nineteen twenty-two one of our classmates, Chester 
Morse, died. He was greatly mourned and missed by all his fellow- 
classmates. 

During our Freshman and Sophomore years, Thanksgiving Day 
brought an exciting game with Fitchburg High. The first year the 
score was a tie, which fact aroused much enthusiasm in the whole 
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school. The following year came a tragic game, not only bringing us 
a defeat but also breaking off friendly relations between the two 
schools. In nineteen twenty-three the Thanksgiving game with the 
oe Cross Freshmen also resulted in a defeat, but not serious enough 

o spoil our Junior dance which was held that evening. The game 
in our last year, with Fitchburg, was an overwhelming and sad 
defeat. 

Another dance was given by our class on December twenty-sixth in 
our Senior year. This brilliant affair was well attended and profitable. 

Terrible mid-year examinations were endured with aversion during 
our first and second years. In our third and fourth years we were very 
happily relieved of these dreaded ordeals. 

In March during our Junior year an interesting debate on the sub- 
ject of student participatory government was held, in which Clar- 
ence Bodo and Jacob Britton of our class took part. The faculty 
favored this plan and formed a government of this sort. In May 
Alexander Perry of our class was elected Mayor of this government 
for the following year. 

During our four years at the High School our class has been well 
favored with prizes of various sorts. In our Freshman year two prizes 
were awarded to certain members for the best work in Algebra. 
Clifford Gove was given the first prize, and Richard Chapman the 
second. In our Sophomore year two prizes in Geometry were awarded 
in our class. Richard Chapman received the first prize, and Jacob 
Britton the second. On prize drill day nineteen twenty-four John 
Mahan of our class won fourth prize in the individual competitive 
drill. On Flag Day of the same year, a prize for an essay written on 
the history and origin of our national flag was awarded to Rita 
Shannon of our class. At the annual prize drill in nineteen tw enty-five 
two members of our class succeeded in winning prizes. Edward Carl- 
son was awarded the second prize, Francis Dolan the third, and Alfred 
Whitney was honored with the position of Major of the High School 
Battalion 

Our last year seems to have been spent in a long series of class meet- 
ings held to make preparations for graduations. 

On June twelfth nineteen twenty-five our class play, ‘‘The Whole 
Town's Talking,’’ was presented before a large audience with tre- 
mendous su 

Then came our Senior class day and picnic on June twenty-second. 
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We enjoyed each other’s company to the fullest extent,

Finally came our Graduation, the culmination of our High Schoo! 
careers, and the close of four pleasant years spent in the High School 
under the guidance of Mr. Smith.

T was late summer 1945. The Hotel Wheeler was the largest hotel in 
Johnesville. Kasson Wheeler was the successful proprietor of this 
well-known hotel, and the fact that the patrons returned each 

summer, attested his popularity as a hotel proprietor. 

Today the spacious piazza was thronged with visitors who were 
here to help celebrate the soth anniversary of the city of Johnesville. 
Ruth and Bowers Fisher were seated at one end of the piazza as inter- 
ested spectators of the parade which was passing by. They noticed 
that the band was led by a striking looking lady drum-major, who 
proved to be Marion Dyer. They also recognized two more classmates, 
George Peacock, playing the cornet, and Alfred W hitney, who had 
played the clarinet so well in the High School band. 

Two ladies approached Mr. and Mrs. Fisher and were easily recog- 
nized as the national Girl Scout leatleee: erie Burdett and Elinor 
Bates. Seating themselves in a group, their conversation naturally 
turned to reminiscences of the 1925 class. During their travels in the 
scout work, they had met many of their former classmates. When in 
California, they found Rosalie Bailey and Clifford Gove doing their 
high class specialty acts between the feature picture in w hich Sara 
Blood was then starring as Winsome Marie in the ‘‘Vamping Vam- 

erino’’ and the comedy, ‘‘Cold Steam,’’ in which Adolph Houde was 
the villian. 

They mentioned having received a letter that morning from Leo- 
minster, saying that through Mayor Alexander Perry and his fellow 
councilmen and women (for women are now privileged to serve on the 
city council) James McHugh, Arthur Putman, Earl Dupee, Ruth 
Emery and Alice Boyle, Leominster now maintained a supervised 
swimming pool and hae Oy Omer 

It was also interesting to learn that Raymond Hartman was editor 
of the Enterprise, now containing 40 pages, in which appeared the 
advertisement of George Barton ‘‘Clothier,’’ and the “Anna-Alice 
Shop,”’ Alice Gallagher and Anna Queenan owners. 

As it was then dinner time, they decided to resume their conversa- 
tion at the dinner table. The noted orchestra engaged for the occa- 
sion of the anniversary was Cameron's Symphony of New York City, 
with John Pedavano at the piano, Earl Popp and Adelard Turgeon, 
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violinists, and many other artists of note. Clarence Bodo, of the 
famous law firm of Bodo & Britton, was to be the speaker of the day. 

Resuming reminiscences, it was interesting to hear that Louise 
Beedle was superintendent of a large hospital in Chicago, with 
Marion Moore as her first assistant. Harold Hamm, noted artist, had 
been awarded first prize for his portrait of Helen Brooks, the renowned 
model. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fisher announced their intention of taking a long 
planned trip across the continent at the end of the anniversary cele- 
bration, and were soon enroute to Chicago in their new eight cylinder 

‘Firefly,’’ purchased from the firm of Murley & Witt, with head- 
ramen in Fitchburg. Billboards along the way advertised the 
firm of Dolan & Dolan, Dairy Products ‘and Groceries. These pro- 
prietors are well qualified, Francis Dolan, who is remembered as the 
always courteous clerk in the National Butter Store, and Joe Dolan, 
who received his apprenticeship from the famous Ginter store. Ade- 
laide McGrath was their trusted cashier and secretary. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fisher arrived in Chicago late in the afternoon and 
decided to attend the theatre that evening. As they entered the theatre 
they were attracted by the wonderful organ music, and upon inquiry 
learned that the owner of this largest theatre in Chicago, Mr. John 
Mahan, had been fortunate in securing Frances Pratt as organist. 

The walls of the theatre were beautiful in their frescoing in delicate 
tints from the original design of Ruth McKenny and Evelyn Johnson, 
well-known designers. Burnap’s Entertainment Circuit was furnishing 
one evening's vaudeville, one interesting feature of which was the 

Ukelele Trio, comprised of Hazel Lister, Helen Sullivan and Alice Dufort. 

The next morning they decided to continue their trip by airplane. 
Walter Reynolds was pilot of the ship, and told them he planned to 
stop at Lincoln, Neb., to see his brother, Wallace, celebrated coach of 
the Mamouth Stars team, who were to play that afternoon. Manager 
Russell Thompson greeted them as they alighted from the ship. After 
the Mamouth Stars victory, Thompson told them not to miss the big 
time at Cheyenne, Wyoming. They resumed their journey, and as they 
drew near C heyenne a large crowd was gathered for the rodeo. They 
alighted from the plane at the field ground and noticed a group as- 
sembled around a woman ona high platform, who was extolling the 
virtues of a patent medicine, guaranteed to cure anything from a 


case of over-study to an attack of the blues. This lady was recognized 
to be Alma Sieberg. 
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At one end of the field was an enclosure to safeguard the crowd from 
the wild antics of a ferocious mustang, which Richard ae cme, the 
only volunteer to ride this fierce beast, was successfully subduing. 

The next attraction was the balloon ascension, featuring Raymond 
Dugan and Phillip Downs who were to come down in parachutes from 
the spectacular height of 5,000 feet. 

In a far corner Francis Leahy could be seen selling the famous Brockle- 
man Baked Beans, which proved to be quite a novelty in this western 
city. 

The next day they once more resumed their trip, and by sun-down 
had arrived in California. In the new state college in Los Angeles 
they found Edward Carlson, Dean. In the faculty Evelyn Janelle was 
head of the French Department, Raymond Allen, agricultural expert, 
teaching ‘‘How to Raise Livestock Without the E xpense of Feeding”’ 
His theory had been exploded, however, by the famous T. N. T 
(Tannahill, Nutting and F. Thompson) dynamite. 

The Dean invited them to attend a lecture that evening at the col- 
lege, when Ruth ving: successful missionary from China, was to 
speak on the topic—*‘The Great Need of the Arch Preserver Shoe in 
China.’” Knowing how he had always enjoyed studying English 
syllogisms, they were not surprised to find Francis Gillis head of the 
English Department.

Alfred (the) Taylor (tailor) had a large shop in another section of 
the city where each season he furnished the animals of the Zoo with 
their Spring coats.
